The museum remained unchanged 
for a long time. The animal reserve be- 
came somewhat overgrown and the 
bison fel! prey to disease. 

In 1947, a new museum was built 
with the ambitious aim of providing a 
“window on the Ice Age.” But the plans 
had to be scrapped when the money ran 
out. So there is no new museum, but 
only a redecorated one, with work still 
going on. 0 

The aim now is to present educatio- 
nal material on pre-history. : 

Volker Freund, the manager of the 
society behind the project: “Our most 
frequent visitors are classes of school- 
children and we want to continue cater- 
ing to them.” 

The new museum catt be described as 
a blend of objective information and 
prehistoric kitsch. 

Naturally, the schoolchildren are 
much more attracted to the life-sized re- 
plicas of Neanderthialers in their glass 
showcases than to the few scattered 
bones of genuine Neanderthalers, 
` The'museum will have to continue its 
efforts to steer clear of becoming an Ice 
Age Disieyland,.
